Tonight’s match against the 
Newcastle Breakers is another “must- 
win” game for the Brisbane Strikers. 


The Breakers have been one of the form 
teams of the competition all season, playing 
a counter-attacking style of football that 
opposition sides have found difficult to 
combat.

“It’s pleasing though that everyone else is 
available as consistency is a big thing in this 
competition. 


“During our purple patch at the start of the 
season, we had virtually the same dozen guys 
to choose from. 


“It is no coincidence that it becomes more 
difficult to get the results when key players 
are missing as was the case for us when we 
had five first team players missing from the 
match against Northern Spirit.”

McLaren, life could probably not get 
too much better. 


Not everyone in life gets to live out their 
dream, but for Stuart, it’s just part of his 
everyday existence. 


“Ever since I watched the eighty-two World 
Cup and found out that people actually got 
paid to play football, I've wanted to be a 
professional footballer,” he said. 


“Tt is something that I love and has been 
part of my life since the age of five.” 


Stuart recently signed another three year 
contract with the Strikers so it seems his 
football career will continue for some time 
to come. 


“I’m extremely happy to have all of the 
contractual stuff finalised so now I can 
concentrate solely on football,” he said.

Stuart said that once his playing career 
reaches its inevitable conclusion (which is 
likely to be long way off yet), he would like 
to stay involved in the game, possibly in a 
coaching capacity.
